His advance 
soross a deep and rapid river bad becn 20 
gdmirably planned, 6nd effected with 0 littlo 
Toms on his part, that the country confidently 
Looked to sea it crowned by & decisive victory.

Btoneman’e Cavalry raid upon the enemy's

Poland, of course, will remain for the pren- 
ent tho center and chiof sent of tho reyolu- 
tionary oxcitomont.

If, as the Russien 
accounts maintain, a large portion of the bigh 
aristocracy and of the peasants have been op- 
posed to tho revolution, it 1s easy to foresee 
thot the continuance of the war, and in par- 
ticular the growing hostility among the Rus- 
siane to ev@sything that bears the Polish namo, 
will, in case of an even modorate success of 
the national party, soon enlist the sympathice 
of all clasecs of the population for the national 
urrection in Lithuania, and 
the othor Polish provinces, immediately con- 
nected with Russia, enough in known to pro- 
dict with certainty that a very large propor- 
tion of the population will continue to iden- 
tify itself with the national aspirations of the 
Poles. ‘The unhesitating rejection of the of- 
fored amnesty shows tho determination of tho 
Poles not to be satisfied with anything short 
of national indopendence, They as well os 
Enrope have learned by the prosent revolution 
the strength which is still inberent in their na- 
tionality. If the Russinns, after the utmost 
exertions, were unible in three months, to 
quell the unorgavized and almost unarmed in- 
surrection how much more difficult will it be 
to suppress it when supported by the enthuai- 
‘asm of a population of not less than twenty 
millions, ond which will ere long be able to 
eupply themeclves with arms. The full under- 
stouding of thi fact has now made Poland a 
much greater danger to Ruesis thao it bos 
ever been before. 


The peril thus arising to Russia must be- 
come vortiy greater a8 soon 16 8 power is 
found whose interest it is to form a closo 
alliance with Poland, and to use the Polish 
insurrection for its own purposes, Such a 
power Poland has found in Sweden, ono of 
those countries which has adopted with enthu- 
siasm the principle of nationality. During the 
former Polish revolutions but little was heard 
of Sweden; but now its whole population ap- 
pearo to regard the Polish cause as thoir own. 
‘They remember that in past yeara their na- 
tionality has been regarded by Russia much as 
she looked upon that of the Poles; that it was 
Russis which has destroyed her influence in 
Europe, snd token from her her richest 
provinces. Many of these losses are irretricv- 
able, but the Grand Duchy of Finland still 
speaks the Swedish language, end may yet be 
‘recovered, and with it the chief eontrol of the 
Baltic. Hence this unbounded enthusiasm 
manifested for the Polish revolution, an en- 
thusiasm in which even the Heir Apparent has 
openly token part, Sweden .must go with 
Polaud if sho hopes to obtain a restoration of 


scores. This differouce nlready excites jealousy, | 
and will in time break ont into open foud.

THE COMING ELECTION IN FRANCE. 
‘Among the most interesting events in this 
year’s history of Europe will be the coming 
eleation of 1 new Legislative Body in France, 
which vill take placo within a few months, 
In every country of Europe the progress of 
the electoral campaign and its final resulb will 
be watched with intenso anxiety; for the Goy- 
ernment of France, under whatever rule she 
may happen to be, wields a powerful influence 
on the destiny of all Europa. The grest rev- 
olutiona of 1793 and 1848, which originated in 
France, are turning-points in the political his- 
tory @ modern times, and in tho history of 
democracy; and the present attitude of the 
liberal papers of France leayes us no doubt 
bif_thavmerke zibiabu wade, {hese revolu- 
Italian question, in 1859; and more recently in

Democracy has now but a foeble representa- 
tion in the French Legislature, five deputies 
forming the whole Democratic opposition. This

Legislature moat of the leadera and a consider- 
able portion of the party were in fayor of ab- 
staining from any participation in the vote. 

Follow- 
ing the examplo of the Progressive party of 
Prussia, which after many years of abstention 
accepted the overthrow of the constitution as 
an accomplished fact, took part again in the 
elections in 1861, and obtained such brilliant 
yictories in 1861 and 1862, the Democratic 
party of France will again test its strength at 
the coming election, ~ :

‘This expedition was pot so succeesfal as the others, 
too mach time being expended in an attempt to do- 
atroy a stone bridge over which the nqueducts 
pnteed. Tho other expeditions were perfectly auc- 
cecafal, tearing up the track for thirty miles, do- 
stroying bridges on the Mattapony and Pamonkoy 
rivers, and bavesince reached West Point. 

Gathering the balance of bis force together at 
Thomson's Cross Roads, Gov. Stoneman prepared to 
return. By this time Stuart, Lee, and Hampton 
were in poruuit of the audacious party. The forces 
of the Isttor two were driven in tho direction of 
Charlottesville, and Stuart wes drawn off in the di- 
rection of Guiney's Station by au apparent diversion 
of our forces in that direction. 

Having thos separated Sioari’s command, Gon. 
Stoneman started on bis return betwoon the two 
bodies, along the same route he wentout. His scout 
ing parties eacoantered tho enemy's infantry pickets 
onthe road to Spotsylyania Court-House, but the 
command succoeded in safely reorosaing the Rapidan 
and Rappahannock Rivers, swimming the latcer. 

‘The feat of getting the artillery across the latter 
stream, the boracs swimming and drawing tho guns, 
is cortuinly worthy of notico, Only ono man was 
lost by drowning. 

‘Tho encoess of the whole expedition is mainly duo 
to the deception practiced upon the inlabitants. 

Tho force woe everywhere moguified, and, by 
scattering in small parties, the delusion was com- 
pleted by dividing the command into different ex- 
peditious, They wore onabled to supply thomeolyes 
with forage and provisious, and thas live upon the 
country throngh which they passed. Their pack- 
males were sent back tho first day out, nnd officora 
and mon only carried what they could upon their 
horees. 

For two days and three nights they nover built a 
fire. In many places they camped as though intend- 
ing to remain, giving out that they were merely the 
advance guard of the muin army. 

With tolegraphic communication destroyed, and 
railroads interrupted, this was only too readily be-

At one place two large honses were fonnd filled 
with hams. What of this was not needed was des 
troyed. Twolye hundred hogahends of tobacco wera 
also captured, most of which were burned.

Gen. Btoneman reports large quantities of supplies 
in Albemarle County, gathered there by the inhub- 
ftante.

‘The mon retarn in the bost of spirita, though, of 
course, considerably fatigued by their march.

After resting for two or three hours from their vio- 
tory in capturing the Hiyhts of Frederickaburg, the 
loft wing, under Gop. Sedgwick, proceeded to join 
tho main body under Gen, Hooker, eccording to or 
dors. Gev. Sedgwick was sesored by an aid-de- 
camp of the Jntter, that but three regiments would 
be found to oppoas his march, On reaching Salem 
Hlghts, five miles on bis way, be found the onemy 
fm line of buttle under Jackeon, ctretchingin a line 
ef four miles, from Falmouth Dam to Hauilton’s 
Crossing. 5 

‘An attack yas epeedily made by us, with Brooks's 
Grision on whe right of the rond, Wheston’s find 
Evatie’s brigndes of Newton's division on the left, 
Ghailor’s brigade of that divieion supporting tho bat 
teries, and Howe's division in reservo.

RETREAT OF THE REBELS. 

Yesterday Gen. Pleasanton's cavalry crossed tho 
river and proceeded inmedistely to tho front for 
the purpoee of reconnoitering thy euewy’s position. 
‘Two bonro’ ride brought them to our old position 
about Chancellorsyille. In this neighborhood no

‘The army, after reaching: the 
orth sido of tho Rappabnnnock, roturnod leis- 
rely to ite old camps, and has ocoupied them 
ver since, Gen. Sedgwick has not reorossed 
‘vith two corps or on, or with any force 
Gwhateror, nor hae ony other commander or 
Body of troops been beyond the lines of the 
gamp. 80 much for the widely-ciroulated ro- 
orta with which tho inventive talent of Phil- 
pdelpbin fayored the country on Saturday ond 
BMondoy. When the army docs move ond 
‘qrhither it gocs will probably be known after 
it hes started, and not before. 
Tho troops aro in good spirits, Among the 
rack ond file thoro ia certainly a fecling of 
disappointment at the retreat, but nothing which 
can be called demoralization. It is difficult 
perhaps for the army to understand why the 
first campaign wee abandoned, but they are 
nevertheless entirely ready to begin another, 
and will enter upon it with confidence in 
themselves and thoir commanders. 

Gen Stoncman’s cavalry performances have 
een very extensively received av a completo 
gnocess, ond it seems right, thorofore, to say 
Ghat thoy have beon exaggerated. Some mis- 
ahiof wos done on the Virginia Central Rail- 
yoad—a matter of liitle or no consequence to 
the immediate succoss of the movement with 
which the cavalry was expected to co-operate 
—but the Richmond and Fredericksburg Ruil- 
youd was so little injured that the trains were 
not atopped for tweuty-four houre. 

Gen, Stoneman was ordered to etrike that 
sosd by forced marches and destroy it His 
forced marches consisted in taking four days 
fo travel forty-five miles, from Kelly’s Ford to 
Boxton’s Junction, and the destruction wos 
oovfined to blowing up one or two oulverte 
and displacing 0 few rails, Tho destruction 
in other places was more extonsive, but this 
does not interrupt Lee's communication with 
Richmond—the essential purpore of Gen. 
Btoneman's expedition. 

It in idle to deny that the campaign of Gen. 
Hooker, which began 00 auspiciously, came to 
a premature and inoffectual end. His losses 
wore conaiderabiy heavier than the published 
estimates, and will not amount to loss thon 
aixteen thousand, killed, wounded and missing. 
‘The actual present returns exceed seventeen 
thousand, but may be a little reduced. Loo is 
said to admit o loss of eighteen thousand, 
which is far greater than ours in propor- 
tion to the atrength of his army. But 
why weigh out losses one agsinst the other? 
Jt in success that ia of consequence. Gen. 
ooker's army, howover, still largely outnum- 
bera tho Rebel forces, and since it ia undenia- 
bly in good spirits and cundition, let ‘us hope 
that its next movement will close the long cat- 
alogue of its reverses by a decisive victory.

He wae soon after transferred to 
Northern Mississippi, where he fought with 
varying fortunes until he plunued and led the 
attack last Autuma on Corinth, which wos re- 
puleed with such fearful slaughter by Rose- 
orous. He bore a part in tho protracted fight 
at Murfreesboro’ or Stone's River at the open- 
ing of the preeent yeor, and has since been 
ane of Bragg's lieutenants in that quarter. 
His place will be ensily supplied. 

Not so with “ Stonowall Jackson,” who had 
oarned a high reputation as o leader in battle, 
and ceems to have deserved it, He was a 
religious mon, after tho slnvcholding pattern, 
and could exbort, pray or fight, with equal 
anction, Ho exercised a great persoual infu- 
ence over his men, never weuriug a ohowy 
aniform, often marching on foot, snd going 
fnto battle with a musket in his band, and in 
the dress of « private, ev as to elude the deli- 
cato attentions of hostile shorpehooters. He 
gas exteomed invincible by hie ignorant fol- 
lowers, who contrived to forget hia defeat at 
Winchester by Shields ond his being chased 
out of the valley of the Shenandoah by Fre- 
mont. His forte lay in sudden attacke in 
overwholming force trom a quarter whence no 
enemy was looked for, ond in the colerity as 
well os momentum of his charges. There is 
po man left in the Rebel service whose loss 
would be eo generelly or keenly felt. 

It is remarkable that both of these Generals 
met death at the bonds of fellow-traitore—Van 
Dorn having been killed by a husband whose 
wife he bad seduced, and Jackson shot in the 
battle of the 3d at Chancolloreville by two of 
Bis followers. His wounds, though severe, 
were not necessarily mortal; but pneumonia 
cupervened, and closed his career, after a week 
of suffering, at the age of 37 years.

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TOE SIEGH OF PUEBLA. 

Tho news from Puobls which wo publish 
this morning {s soven days loter than the ac- 
counts yia San Francisco which appeared in 
our issue of yesterday. Wo have this time 
both Fronth ond Moxican reports, and, al- 
thongh they differ ns usual, their tenor is, for 
the most part, decidedly more favorable to the 
Mexicana than avy previous nows since tho 
beginning of the siege. 

It seems cortain that the French have beon 
ropeatedly repulsed, especially on tho 13th of 
‘April, when they made an attack upon tho 
churches of Saint Augustine, Carmon, and 
Merced. 

On April 14 5 battle occurred at Atlixco 
between a part of Comonfort's forces and the 
Frenob, in which both parties claimed to bavo 
beon partially succossful, although the chiof 
design of Comonfort—to dislodge the onomy 
from his position at Atlixeo—was not attained. 
On April 20 reports'were received in Vora 
Cruz that the Fronch had been attacked by 
tho combined forces of Comonfort and Ortega, 
and bad been compelled to, give up tho fort 
Sgn Javier, the only fort thoy till held in 
Puebla, and the bill San Juan, and to fall back 
to their former position at Amalucan, This 
report, however, does not agree with a French 
account published in a paper of Vera Cruz, 
according to which the French were succoss- 
ful on Apxil 19 in on attack upon the church 
of Carmen, and took possossion of it. No ad- 
yance of importance has, however, been made 
by them; for even the Diario of Havana, 
which is ontirely in the interest of the Fronoh, 
reports that, according to tho latest accounts, 
the position of the two parties acomed not to 
haye been much changed from what it was at 
the beginning of April. The Heraldo of Mex- 
ico, of April 22, which gives a roviow of the 
operations from March 30 to April 21, is ean- 
guine of final success. 

Tho nows received in Vora Cruz direct from 
Puebla was only to April 19, while the datos 
from the City of Mexioo recoived via Jalopa, 
\wero to April 22, including, dispatches from 
Pueblo to April 21, It was inferred from this 
fact, tbat the lost French dispatches were 
eithor captured by Mexican guerrillas or were 
of an unfavorable character. 

Gen. O'Haran, with 1,500 cavalry had made 
a sortie from Puebla in order, a was sup- 
posed, to attack tho French supply traine 
on the road from Orizabo to Puebla. Numer- 
ous bonds of guerrillas were siso infesting the 
rond from Vera Cruz to Orizaba, and several 
expeditions sent out from Vera Cruz to auni- 
hilate the guerrillas, had boen unsuccessful, 
The French in Vera Cruz ontertained great 
fear that one million dollars, with a large 
amount of ammunition, which was to leave for 
Puebla, would not arrive safely. 

An important item of news is the arrival of 
large rednforcements for the’ Mexican Army in 
the City of Mexico, The army of Comonfort 
alone has received a retnforcoment of 7,000 
men, ond the Mexican reports expross the hope 
that by overwhelming numbers they will be 
able to annihilate the French invaders. Tho 
traitor Butron, who acted in concert with tho 
‘French, is said to have been totally defeated, 
ond Marquez is reported to have beon mado 
prisoner. News received from Yucatan does not 
confirmithe news of a successful pronunciamiento 
in favor of the French, but it there had been 
osay a elight insurrectionary, movement, which 
wor on the point of being auppressed. The 
sickly season had commenced again and was 
having o disastrous effect on the health of the 
French troops. {Thus it will be seen, that the 
prospect of a subjugation of the Moxican Re- 
public by the French ia not promising.
